‘Professor Garver’s Analyses Satisfies: 


Peoria People They Will Reap as 
Much Benefit as Chicago — North 
Branch in Better Condition—State 
(of the South Fork—Trustees to In- 
‘vite St. Louis Officials to Explore 

Dreaded Ditch. 


As the result of a series of analyses of 
water taken fnom the Illinois River since 
the opening of the drainage canal the citi- | 
zens along the course of the Illinois 
River have coime to the conclusion ‘that 
the’ Sanitary Canal will do practically 
as much good for their city as for Chicago. 
The tests were made by Professor J. B. Gar- 
ner of the Bradley Polytechnic Institute of 
Peoria. In summing up the results of his 
work he says: 

“It is my theory that within ten days or 
two weeks the water of the Illinois River 
will be better than it has been since Peoria 
became a city. The waters of the drainage 
canal will improve the sanitary condition 
of Peoria.”

On Friday there was a large amount of 
nitrogen as nitrates; on the remaining days , 
only a trace. 

It is generally assumed by people in the 
other towns along the Illinois that what 
will be of benefit to Peoria will be of advan 
tage also to all the towns similarly situated. 


Will Improve the River Water. t 
“The color of the water was uniformly a 


‘pale yellow,” said Professor Garner, “ with 


a faint odor. The amount of sustained mat- 


‘ter reached the maximum at 7 a. m. ‘o 


Sunday, and is gradually becoming less. 
Already the amount of chlorine and am- 
monia is less than on Friday, when the 
water of. the canal had not extended its 
influence. The amounts given on Friday 
may be considered as the normal composi- 
tion of the river. The water of the drain- 
age canal will improve its sanitary condi- 
tion. It is my theory that within ten days 
or two weeks the waters of the Illinois

It is thought the increasing amount of 
solids found from Saturday afternoon until 
Monday are due to the heavy rains, as well 
as to the scouring of the river channel by the 
flow.

' News was received in Chicago last night 
from St. Louis that John F.. Wiatford, chem- 
ist for the Water department of the latter

the water at St. Louis. ¥ 
_Mr,.Wixford said that he had made an. 
analysis of the river water and found that 
the proportion of albuminoid ammonia va- 
ries so much and is produced from so Many 
sources that he did not believe the analysis 
would determine that an increased amount 
of albuminoid ammonia was caused by Chi- 
cago sewage. Another story is that Wix- 
ford’s tests have proved.to his satisfaction 
that the Chicago sewage will not injure the 
water. 


* Condition in the North Branch. 

The pumps of the flushing station at Ful- 
lerton ayenue have been in active operation 
for a week, and the waters of the North 
Branch are improved nearly 25 per cent, The 
pumps have turned #45,000 cubic feet of lake 
‘water into the North Branch every hour, 
day and night. The current is pouring stead- 
fy southward, but the amount of sewage 
dumped into the river from the tanneries 
and other manufacturing concerns on its 
banks prevents a complete reformation. The 
only difference that is apparent from the 
bridges is that the sewage is fresh and the 
ancient odor is conspicuously absent. 

At North avenue the Ogden canai joins the 
river and runs straight south to Chicago 
avenue. The water in the canal showed no 
signs of purification, and was covered with 
a thick coating of lighter refuse. The tan- 
néries were turning large quantities of dark 
matter through their sewers into the canal, 
and the only knowledge people living on the 
bank have of the opening of the drainage 
canal is through reading the newspapers. 


Effect in South Branch. 

What additional purification comes to the 
main river will be after the full amount of 
water prescribed by law is turned down the 
| Drainage canal and the warm weather helps 
'4m the’ work of scouring the river bottom. 
The South Branch contains only what sew- 
age is run into it day by day, and the current 
runs even throughout its length. 

The rains have started the flow from the 
South Fork. Chunks of solid filth, which 

éovered parts of the fork with a thick cover- 
ing, have become detached and have lodged 
against the grating at the Bridgeport 
‘pumping station. No change is looked for 
here until the street 
is opened. 

“Data on Lake Levels. 

- Gommissioner of Health Reynolds has data 
in his. office of the water levels in the lake 
for the last thirty years, from which he 
has compiled a table showing the variations 
in level in the period 

“If there is an appreciable falling in the 
lake level this year,”’ commented Dr. Reyn- 
olds, “it may be laid to the decrease in 
the amount of rainfall rather than to the 
opening of the canal. I believe that we 
‘need not fear any ill effects from a lower- 
ing in lével of five inches or even — 
inches.”

Lilacs, honeysuckles, and other plants are 
budding on the lawns of South Side resi- 
dences, owing to the mild weather.

At 
the residence of Godfrey Harris, 3322 Indli- 
ana avenue, Spanish honeysuckle and lilacs 
are covered with buds, some of them three- 
fourths of an inch long. Only a few shrubs 
have been affected in the parks. 

“If the warm weather should last for 
another week or two the parks might suf- 
fer,” said Superintendent Foster of the 
South Park board. “ So far only a few lilacs 
and other shrubs in favorable locations have 
begun to bud.

ABOLISHES A CATHOLIC ORDER. 
French Court Orders the Dissolution of 


the Community of Assumptionist 
Fathers and Seizes Its Convent. 


[SPECIAL ‘CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE BY 
GRACE CORNEAU.}| 

PARIS, Jan. 24.—Late tonight the Correc- 
tional Tribunal pronounced a verdict of 
guilty on the twelve Assumptionists, 
whose trial began on Monday, and sentenced 
them to pay a nominal fine of 16 francs each. 
- In addition, the tribunal ordered the disso- 
lution of the order. 

The government has placed its seals on 
the chapel and convent buildings. 

This is the most violent anti-Catholic 
measure taken in France for twenty years. 


According to information of Chicago 
‘priests, the Assumptionist Fathers of Paris 
. Co ge, not an order, but a community 
of priests not in orders, with perhaps a 
few members of Catholic brotherhoods. 
The Assumptionists number only twelve or 
fifteen priests, and are of such a body that 
the French law does not recognize its right 
to hold property... 

“‘But+as for confiscating such property, 
France cannot do it,’’ said a priest who has 
studied the question.’ “In its Legislature 
are a few atheists and a few intolerants 
who bring up such drastic measures, but 
they never pass. By law the Jesuits are 
denied existence in the State, but all other 
‘church bodies may plant themselves there 
and own property. The present flurry is 
only. one of many, and it will die out as 
suddenly as it came.”’ 

Father Fitzsimmons of the Holy Name 
Cathedral said that the Assumptionists had 
no representatives or counterpdrts in Amer- 
ica. He deplored the intolerant spirit which 
he said seems to have taken hold of France. 

The Chamber of Deputies in April, 1898, 
passed a law imposing such taxes upon re- 
ligious commynities that payment was im- 
possible if ‘the orders were to continue in . 
existence. Of the 180,000 orders 
in. France 120,000 refused to pay the tax.

‘(It is quite certain,’ continued Mr. Mor- 
ley, “ that had the government appreciated 
the temper of the Transvaal people and 
foreseen What was coming—what we 
know in these black, gloomy days—there 
would have been no war. It is dreadful, but 
true, that a want of decent foresight and 
decent information led the, government to 


| stumble into war in the dark. 


“Lerd Salisbury’s menacing speech of 
July 28, if applied to a great power, could 
only have meant war.

It is known over the world that Chi- 
cago, together with Harvard and Johns 
— are the leaders in the defense of this 

eal. 

““ But I rejoice that the spirit of original 
research animates these halls, not only be- 
cause I see in it the theoretical ideal of a 
university education, but because it shapes 
the national life of this country in a form 
in which the similarity and harmony be- 
tween this country and my fatherland will 
come to more and more perceptible expres- 
sion. Two nations molded by generations 
of college men who have been trained in the 
spirit of academic freedom and independent 
inquiry will easily converge in their noblest 
instincts and their deepest interests. The 
growth of that spirit which you cultivate 
here seems to me thus the best promise for 
that inner sympathy of the two nations from 
which, after all, their outer actions cannot 
be separated. And thus I feel sure that if 
you and your colleagues go on to do s0 ex- 
cellently your duty I and all my successors 
in Washington will never have to negotiate 
anything but peace and friendship between 
Germany and the United States.’’

The. schools in several townships in the 
southern part of this county near Clay City 
will be closed tomorrow. At Clay City an old 
church is to be used for the confinement of 
persons who refuse to obey quarantine or- 
ders of the health officers, , 
Vinita, I. T., Jan. 24.—[Special.J—On ac- 
count of the prevalence of smallpox in the 
Indian Territory the Cherokee National 
board this afternoon issued a proclamation, 
which says: “ It is both dangerous and dis- 
honest to deny the presence of the disease 
in any town or community for the purpose 
of preserving business, which must in the 
end be sacrificed, together with human 
life, by prolonging the epidemic. The board 
advises all people to be vaccinated, and 
announces that smallpox exists in nearly 
every town in the Cherokee nation. 
Norfolk, Va., Jan. 24.—[Special.]—There 
is an epidemic of smallpox at Mounty Airy, 
N.C. So alarming has the situation become 
that the Mayor today issued a proclamation 
that all publie meetings must cease. The 
order also applies to Sunday schools and 
churches, and all places of worship have 
been closed. Through northeastern North 
Carolina hundreds of cases of smallpox are 
reported. The cold weather is aiding the 


disease.

Mr. Bryan was accorded a banquet by the 
Robert Davis association at the clubhouse 
in Jersey City tonight, after which he de 

.livered a political speech before a large 
crowd in St. Mary’s Hall. 


Cheered as Next President. 


Mr. Bryan received a most hearty 
tion from about 2,500 persons, all that coul@ 
possibly get into the hall, to whom he spoke 
for nearly two and a half hours upon silver, 
trusts, and imperialism. Three cheers were 
given for “‘ Our next President.” Mr. Bryan 
indicated his surprise at the generosity of 
the reception; saying that it had been stated 
that the “ silver question had been buried,”

None of them has got any money 
back, and most of them said this morning

TAILS OF THE TRAGEDY. 


Which Ended in Conviction.

der of Moses Lufkin in 
Minn., in the summer of 1888, which go to 
refute current reports that an innocent man 
was executed for the crime. William Rose 
was hanged at Redwood Falls three years 
after the murder. Moses Lufkin was an 
unole of Mrs. Baker's mother. At the time 
he was murdered he lived at the home of 
Eli Slover, Mrs. Baker's father, ‘on a farm 

in Gale Township, Redwood County. “ 
Moses Lufkin, my mother’s uncle,” said 
Mrs. Baker yesterday, “ had sold his farm 
in the early part of the summer of 1888, and. 
being alone at the time, ved with my pat- 
ents. One of his deughters was married to 
a lawyer, Frank Foster, and Itved in South 
Chicago, While the other one was teaching 
schoo! ina little towninlowa. His wife was 
visiting the daughter in lowa at the time. 
Mr. Lufkin was not a weaithy mam and 
just then was in need of money. There was 4 
Mortgage on his farm. and besides that he 
was involved in a suit for slander against 
the parents of Will Rose, the man hanged 


blood between the Roses and the Lufkin 
family, and old man Lufkin had repeatedly 
been Warned by neighbors that he should be 
on his guard against WI} Rose, because the 
latter might kill him some day. 


Rose Comes:to the House. 


Rose rode up tv our house on his pony ina 
most suspicious manner. He came right to 
the door and was evidently I ng for Luf- 
kin. The latter was in the "Bates at the 
time, and my father, who had seen Rose 
come to the house, came out of the barn 


on visiting terms with the Rose family, who 
lived about fifteen miles from our hause. 
Rose said that his pony was tired out and 
my father hospitably fed his pony and in- 
vited Rose to come into the house and eat 
a bite. Lufkin was in the room when Rose 
entered, but soon retired to his room with- 
out having spoken to Will.” 

**On the day of the murder, Aug. 22, 1888, 
about a quarter past 8 in the evening, my 
parents, I and my two sisters, and Lufkin 
were sitting in the front room together. 
Lufkin sat on a lounge at the window, when 
a shot was fired through the window. The 
bullet struck old man Lufkin and passing 
through his body grazed a table and fiat- 
tened itself against a kerosene stove. Luf- 
kin only called out that he was struck and 
sank to the floor, where he expired a few 
minutes later in my mother’s arms. Right 
after the shot had been fired my father 
rushed to the window and saw the mur- 
derer run away from the house. He rushed 
to the door, but when he reached the side 
uf the house the murderer had disappeared 
in a willow thicket. We alarmed the neigh- 
bors and soon the authorities were hunting 
for the murderer. On the following morn- 
ing Will Rose was arrested on suspicion. 


As to Circumstntial Evidence. 


“There was the strongest circumstantial 
evidence against him. When the officers ar- 
rived at his house they found the pony in 
his stable perfectly exhausted from hard rid- 
ing and bloody marks on its flanks where 
it had been struck with the whip. Rose's 
hired man, who was also arrested on sus- 
picion, testified that Will had come home 
late on his pony, 
jaded and worn out. Will Rose had been 
seen by several people on the evening be- 
fore, while he was on his way to our house. 
He was traced to a plum grove about half’ 
a mile from our house, and the place was 
found where he had left his pony tied to a 
tree. His track was traced from that grove 
to our garden, and right to the window 
‘through which the shot had been fired. His 
shoes exactly fitted into the tracks in the 
garden. The shot had been fired from arifie 
and the muzzie was held so close to the win- 
dow that the mosquito bar on the outside of 
the window was singed where the shot had 
gone through. 

“ Will Rose tried to prove an alibi, but did 
not succeed. He also tried to prove that he 
had no rifle with him when he was seen 


ever, to the court, how Will had been able 
to hide the rifle by having it strapped to his 
leg, under his trousers. That accounted for 
the testimony of some of the witnesses that 
Rose had ridden in a pecullar, stifflegged 
manner, when they had seen him that even- 
ing. 4 
‘Story of the Trials. 
“For some reason or other, the jury in 
the first trial, which was held in November, 
1888, did not agree, and another trial was 
had in-May, 1889. At the second trial the 
jury again disagreed, although people in 
. the neighborhood were so sure that Will 
Rose had committed the murder that, there 
was talk about lynching him. The third 
trial, which ended with conviction, was 
held in November, 1889. The case was ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, however, and 
not until the following year did that court 
affirm the decision of the lower court, and 
Rose was Manged on Oct. 16, 1891. 

“My cousin’s husband, Mr. Foster, as- 
sisted the State’s Attorney in collecting evi- 
dence before the first suit. I came to Chi- 
cago in 1891 and lived for a while with my 
cousin, one of Lufkin’s two daughters. My 
parents ‘continued to live on the old home- 
stead for a while. About three years 
ago my parents and my two sisters moved 
to Salem, Ore., where they are all living 
now. My two brothers are farmers and 
ive in Redwood County, Minn.”

SENATE CAUCUS MAKES CHOICE. 


Charles G. Bennett of Brooklyn Made 
Secretary—Mr. Clarkson Makes Ex- 
planation of His Position. 


The exercises were 
Victims of Fever. conducted according 
to the ritual of the 
Episcopal and Catholic Churches, and were 
witnessed by several hundred people, among 
whom were President McKinley, Secretary 
Root, and Attorney General Griggs.

Dr. Mackay-Smith, rector of St. John’s 
Church read the ritual of the LEpis- 
copal Church. Following this a dirge was 
played, and Father Nolan of St. Patrick's 
Church conducted the funeral services ac- 
cording to the Catholic ritual. A volley'was 
fired, taps was sounded, and the crowd dis- 


persed. 


Mr. Powers [Vt.] was the first speaker. 
He argued in behalf of exclusion of Mr.

The American Fabian was founded by the 
Rev. W. D. P. Bliss, and was successful 
during the first year of the industrial de- 
pression when Bellamy, H. D. Lloyd, Frank 
Parsons, and Charlotte Perkins Stetson were 
among its contributors.

THE STRIKERS’ WAR.” 

It cannot be said with positiveness that 
the non-union workman who stabbed and 
killed the secretary of a labor union night 
before last was justified in doing so. A 
man may lawfully take life in self-defense, 
but he should do so only as a last resort, 
when he is convinced he can save him- 
self in no other way. 

If this killing was eget the 
man guilty of it will have “to stand trial. 
But, on the other hand, if the man who’ 
was killed had not been a lawbreaker he 
‘would have been alive today. When he 
was picked up lifeless he had a pair of 
brass knuckles in his hand. In his pocket 
was an order directing him to appear in 
court today to answer*to the charge of 
violating an injunetion against interfer- 
ing with those non-union workmen by one 
of whom he was killed. Had he obeyed 
that injunction he would not have fol- 
lowed up and attacked the man who stabbed 
him. He saw fit to disregard the laws 
of his country and the orders ofits courts 
and to govern his conduct by a “higher 
law "—the alleged duty of a union man 
to knock down the non-union man who 
has his job. But he happened to fall upon 
a non-union man who struck back. 

It is too much tq expect that non-union 
men will not strike back sometimes when 
attacked. Occasionally: they will do sé. 
to the undoing of the assailant. More 
fatal encounters may be expected, there- 
fore, unless a stop is put to this carrying 
on of private war. But how can a stop 
be put to it unless the police exert them- 
selves more energetically than they have 
done yet? Their. apathy has confirmed 
walking delegates in the belief that they 
have a right to resort to force to win a 
strike. One of them says bluntly: “A 
strike means war, with the right on the 
union side, and in war men are liable to be 
injured.” 

This “war” the Winslow Bros.’ 
iron works has ss going on for months. 
Though the list of killed is small, that 
| of wounded is large. How long is that 
“war” to last? How many more men 
are to be killed and injured? That depends 


} upon the police. If they had done their 


duty months ago and defended with all the 
means at their command the non-union 
men employed in those works, the strik- 
ers would have abandoned their policy of 
unlawful violence, The man killed nighr 
before last would be alive. He was so 
persistent in carrying on .war only be- 
cause he believed the police would remain 
neutral. Their failure to enforce the law 
encouraged him and others to break the 
law.

to natives or foreigners, He says a, ma- 
jority of the Boers are unable to do more 
than write their own namesand to read over 
and over certain portions of the Old Testa- 
ment. Their lives have not been character- 
ized by any high ideals ig politics, in re- 
ligion, or in family life.; Their one con- 
trolling passion is to get awny from the con- 


They have quarreled with their own rulers 
for fifty years, and their government hac 
come to a standstill when Great Britain 
rannexed the Transvaal in 1877. They were 
seeking the help of other Buropean powers, 
but no other would have anything to do 
with them. Great Britain paid their debts, 


their boundaries, and set them on their feet

He holds that justice is entirely on the 
side of Great Britain, that the Transvaal 
had no right to the name of a republic, and 
that the sort of government conducted by 
the Boers has no right to exist or to fight 
for existence. He adds that it was dis- 
turbing the peace and prosperity of all south 
Africa, and that the British interference is 
justified on exactly the same grounds as 
American interference in Cuba in the days 
of Weylerism. 


“JUST DROPPED IN” TO CHURCH. 
The cynical non-church attendant finds 


in the new and approved method of taking 


stock of souls a kind of invoicing of celestial 
goods, and believes that, just as’a recently 


published religious appeal took the novel 


form of an insurance policy, with a promise 
of “ low rates ” and “ heavenly premiums,” 


so all churches have come to adopt the ways 


of the mercantile world. These scoffers de- 
clare that salvation must be bought by the 
pound and that you cannot get first-class 
godliness without paying first-class prices. 
_But to count the members of one’s flock, 
to desire to know the actual elements of a 
constituency, is certainly natural and de- 
sirable, and no one will be disposed to ques- 
tion the fact that a church with expenses 
and a salaried minister must be conducted 
on business principles. | 

It is perhaps the floating congregation, 
the religious tramps, that give the com- 
mercial air toa church.

CONVICTING THE INNOCENT. 

People today are so much more tender- 
hearted than they used to be that a report 
that some innocent man has been sent to 


a penitentiary always moves them. There 
aré many persons who are so constituted 
that they jump at the conelusion that every 
report of that kind needs must be true; 
that men and women whe are not guilty 
are continually being found guilty; and 
that there must be something altogether 
wrong in the administration of criminal 
justice. These are the persons who have 
|a horror of circumstantial evidence, and 
who, when on’a jury, dislike to convict a 
man who does not plead guilty or who was 
not caught red-handed. 

Two stories of the alleged hanging of in- 
nocent men were printed in THe TrisuNnE 
early this week, and were read sympa- 
thetically, doubtless, rather than critically. 
One man was hanged in Minnesota twelve 
and a half years ago, and the other in 
South Dakota eighteen years ago. In both 
eases the evidence was largely circumstan- 
tial, and the communities where these men 
lived were divided in opinion as to thefr 
guilt. Now word comes from the town 
where the Minnesota man lived that some- 
body there has received news that “a 
dying man in California ” confessed to hav- 
ing committed the crime. In the South 
Dakota case it is said that a female rela- 
tive of the woman who was murered con- 
_fessed on her death bed that she did the 
deed, and that a letter setting forth the 
facts wil] be made public soon. 

Thus far the name of neither of these 
makers of death-bed confessions has been 
printed. When those names are made pub- 
pe they ever are, their stories cannot be 
accepted’ as true unless it can be shown 
' that they actually could have committed 
the. murders in question. For there have 
béen instances where death-bed confes- 
sions, in the truth of which so much confi- 
dénce is usually reposed, have turned out 
_to be altogether false. Those who made 
them were either the victims of a delusion 
or Were actuated by a morbid wish to gain 
a little post-mortem notoriety. 

0 it is not safe to assume that an inno- 
cent man was exeeuted either in Minnesota 
or in South Dakota. Juries are so tender 
and so cautious nowadays that the guilt- 
less have little cause for fear and the guilty 
mich cause for hope. There are only a 
few well-authenticated cases of the con- 
vi¢tion of innocent men, and they are not 
of recent occurrence.

“EDUCATION BY MAIL.” 


Modern methods have wrought a revolu- 
tion in many directions. Distance has been 
almost annihilated and a thousand miles 
have been made a comfortable day’s jour- 
ney. Time has been saved until many 
people seem hard pressed to get rid of the 
| aecumulation. The message which once 
crept by stagecoach now flies over the 
telephone wire. All around us are a hun- 
dred commonplaces of everyday life which 
illustrate the practical workings of the 
modern motto: “ Cheap, Quick, and Kasy.” 

Now the same principles are being ap- 
plied to education. “ Education by Mail ” 
is one of the latest of up-to-date develop- 
ments. No doubt there are many lines 
in which an earnest pupil may gain at 
least a foundation through mail instruc- 
tion. .No doubt the “ correspondence 
schools” and even “ universities,” which 
are springing up all over the country, may 
help many an ambitious youth to acquire 
knowledge which he might be able to get 
in no other way. 

No one will question that the Chautauqua 
movement, which was the first manifesta- 
tion of the new method of “ absent treat- 
ment,” did much to spread a broader cul- 
tdre among the masses of the people. But 
it confined itself chiefly to general topics 
and did not, if memory serves, attempt 
to give its members a technical education in 
any line. 

It is even possible that under proper 
conditions and limitations the preliminary 
studies in some professions may be proper- 
ly taken up and carried through by mail. 
But when a “ correspondence school ” pub- 
licly advises those who read its advertise- 
ments to “learn the noble profession of 
acting by mail,” or declares that it will be 
teach its pupils “all the branches of jour- 
nalism and magazine writing by mail,” it 
holds out a false promise which no amount 
of demagogic eloquence about the “ poor 
man’s university” will make mofe true. 

In their own interest the reputable schools 
which are honestly attempting to teach 
branches which it is possible to teach in 
this way should unite in an effort to stop 


ilously close, at least in the moral sense, to 
an attempt to procure money under false 
pretenses. 


NEW “UNDERGROUND” IN LONDON. 


Henry Ward Beecher’s favorite occupa- 
tion in London is said to have consisted in 
riding on the tops of the buses. Many an- 
other American, though less appreciative «f 
the open air and the dramatic interest of 
thronging streets, has shared that choice. 

The Central London Electric railway, an 
underground line running from the Bank 
to Shepherd’s Bush, a distance of six and 
one-half miles, and following the main 
thoroughfare through the well-to-do West 
End, is. nearing completion and will be 
opened in two or three months. This fact 
is of peculiar interest to civil engineers, 
sightseers will have a neW wonder, and a 
great number of passengers will save from 
ten to twenty minutesaday. Yet one can 
hardly give over to unmixed acclaims, Re- 
duced to its lowest terms, the change is 
from, say, forty minutes spent on the bus 
top, under the sky—smoky or even drip- 
ping though it be—winding through thor- 
oughfares which are themselves the great 
variety stage of life, to perhaps twenty 
minutes spent in a tunnel, stuffy, gloomy, 
deafening, monotonous, and oppressive at 
the best. e novelty of the new ex- 
perience will wear off, the exaltation of 
“this wonderful achievement ” will spend 
itself, and the bare fact will then be left 
in its true barrenness—namely: that cer- 
tain ple travel in prosy tunnels instead 
of in the exhilaration of the street. — 

The more obvious result—namely: a “ gay- 
ing” of time—as if a shortening of the 
‘duration of travel, on whatever conditions, 
were a real saving—will be most set forth, 
since this can be arithmetically measured 
for each day. The more subtle effects, 
however, on the imagination, nerves, and 
physical health will be confused with other 
facts and largely lost track of. One hopes, 
though somewhat against fear, that the 
time thus snatched from the open air and 
the street drama may not be added to that 
of the desk or factory, but may be spent in 
other and even more bracing forms of 
* fellowship with nature ” than bus riding. 
Still, every “advance of civilization” 
which reduces the wholesome character of 
the ordinary and regular activities of life— 
whether by multiplying the number of peo- 
ple who work by artificial light or the num- 
ber who perform such monptonous tasks 
as those of elevator service or of feeding 
automatic machines,*or those who work in 
substories—cannot but be regarded with 
a sense of hesitation and apology, 

As for the fever for “ underground ” 
travel, which has had a run of many years 
in London, has reached Boston, is 
just now registering a high temperature 
in New York, and has at times rendered 
the ‘pulses of several other tities more or 
less unsteady, it is qhite possible that it has 
nearly run its course. That sort of travel 
has never yet been made pleasant or other- 
wise than positively unpleasant, It is not 
in point, of course, to rail atithe steam un- 
derground roads of Lond since their 
equipment is out of date.

That there is a huge crop of ingenious and 
bloodthirsty inventors is proved by the an- 
nual report of the board, in which is listed 
all the suggestions which Have been consid- 
ered by them. If one of these reports should 
fall into the hands of the military attaché of 
a foreign government he would undoubtedly 
realize the folly of spending more millions 
in the construction of ordinary warships and 
cannon and would advise his government of 
the folly of attempting to fight Uncle’Sam, 
once he gets these new ideas into shape. 

Take, for instance, the suggestion of Mr.

One sees so much in the newspapers, 
especially in the cable dispatches, as to the 
likelihood of Russia taking advantage of 
England’s difficulties in south Africa to ren- 
der herself guilty of some act’ inimical to 
the interests of Great Britain on the Per- 
sian Guif, in Afghanistan, Siam, China, eic., 
that it may be just as well to state that the 
other day the young Czar summoned the 
British Ambassador at St. Petersburg, Sir 
Charlies Scott, to the palace for the express 
purpose of assuring him that England need 
not fear any intervention or any other sort 
of difficulty whatsoever from the Russian 
side at the present moment during her war 
in south Africa, the young Emperor winding 
up the conversation by protesting in the 
strongest fashion possible his unalterable 
friendship for the English royal family and 
for the English nation, as well as his senti- 
ments of profound veneration and affection 
for his wife’s grandmother, Queen Victoria. 

Of course it would be idle to assert that 
the pro-English views of Nicholas and of 
his English-bred consort are entirely shared 
in Russian official and aristocratic circles. 
In cases of a divergency of views between 
the Czar and his statesmen the Czar is mas- 
ter of the situation. Moreover, the only 
opposition worth speaking of that there is 
to the Czar in Russia is the reactionary 
party, headed by his mother, the widowed 
Czarina. Now, the latter,is the favorite 
sister of the Princess of Wales, and so pas- 
sionately devoted to her that she would 
never countenance any act of hostility on 
the part of Russia towards the country over 
which her sister will ere long be called upon 
to reign as Queen. 

The Czar’s assurance can safely be inter- 
preted as including also an indirect promise 
that France, so long as she desires to remain 
an ally of Russia, will abstain from creating 
difficulties for England during the continu- 
ance of the wat in south Africa. 

It is somewhat unfortunate that the Prince 
of Wales should have selected precisely this 
moment of all others to issué in his capacity 
as Grand Master of English Freemasons a 
circular or decree directed against the mem- 
bers of the Masonic craft in France, for- 
bidding all members of the craft from hold- 
ing any sort of intercourse with French 
Masons. 

It may possibly be remembered that in 
1877 the Grand Orient of France banished, so 
to speak, the Almighty from its lodges, ex- 
cluding in the most rigorous fashion from 
its ceremonies all acknowledgment of or ref- 
erence to the “ Grand Architect of the Uni- 
verse.” A few weeks later the Grand Lodge 
of England issued a decree renouncing rec- 
ognition of the Grand Orient of France, on 
the ground that the latter by removing from 
its constitution those paragraphs asserting 
that belief in a supreme being which has 
been a tradition, practice, and feeling of all 
true and genuine Masons from the earliest 
to the present time, had placed itself beyond 
the Masonic pale. From that time forth 
there has been no intercourse whatsoever 
between English and French Masons. 

The other day, however, it ‘was discov- 
ered that an atheistic Masonic lodge known 
as the Hiram Lodge had constituted itself 
in London under the Grand Orient of 
France, ana it is this that has led to the 
Prince of Wales in his capacity of Grand 
Master to issue afresh a somewhat violently 
worded Masonic decree directed against 
French Mas ons, 


I learn from Paris that a full-fledged sep- 
aration has taken place between the unfor- 
tunate Princess Marie of Mecklenberg- 
Schwerin and her plebeian husband, the 
Princess havipg left him, while he has taken 
up his residence in bachelor apartments at 
Paris in the Rue Charron, off the Champs 
Elysées. The young man in question, who 
is more noted for his good looks than for 
his birth or breeding, is the son of a million- 
aire patent medicine manufacturer at Paris 
of the name of Jametel, and acquired his 
title of Count by purchase from Rome. He 
was for a time in the train of admirers of 
the Infanta Eulalie, who is not particularly 
choice or exclusive in selecting her associ- 
ates, and it was she who may be said to have 
engineered this strange match between the 
patent medicine Count and the royal Prin- 
cess, who has been living in the strictest 
incognito in a French watering place, in or- 
der to enable both.-her kinsfo!k in Germany 
and the German people to forget. the inci- 
dent in which her name had become involved 
in eonrnection with one of her father’s foot- 
men of the name of Hecht, now owner of a 
beer garden at Bremen, which he has start- 
ed with the funds furnished to him by her 
family to emigrate to the United States. 

The English, royal family, full of pity 
rather than of condemnation for the girl, at- 
tended her wedding in a body at Kew a few 
months ago, the Queen herself and the 
Prince of Wales being alone absent. Al- 
most immediately afterward a most disa- 
greeable and to the English royal family 
offensive correspondence, inaugurated by 
the Count, ensued in the columns of the Lon- 
don newspapers regarding the nature of the 
Catholic and Protestant religious ceremo- 
nies that had constituted the wedding. Sub- 
sequently the Count gave still further of- 
fense by the vulgar manner in which he 
endeavored to make social capital on the 
continent, and especially in Paris, of his 
royal wife, blind to the fact that he would 
never have been permitted to marry her had 
she not been handigapped in her efforts to 
secure a husband of her own rank by the 
notoriety following the episode with the 
footman. 

The Count, if he had kept quiet and real- 
ized that his wife and himself had every- 
thing to gain by shunning publicity, would 
have acquired the good will and the friend- 
ship of all her relatives, German as. well as 
English. As it is now his royal marriage 
is calculated to prove henceforth an obsta- 
cle rather than an advantage to his social 


aspirations. 


Young Lord Plunkett, who has just been 
appointed private secretary to Lord Gado- 
gan, the Viceroy of Ireland, enjoys an alto- 
gether unmerited reputation for mendacity 
and deceitfulness. A son of that Archbishop 
Lord Plunkett, who was primate of Ire- 
‘land, it is on record that the prelate was 
found one day plungéd in deep distress.

ROW IN MINERS’ CONVENTION. 


Joint Meeting of Workers and Operators 
Admit- 


Ends in Wrangle Over 
| ting Iowa.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jan. 24.—For two hours 
this afternoon the delegates of the United 
Mine Workers of America and those of the 
Interstate Operators’ association rowed and 
wrangled over the question of admitting the 
miners and operators of Iowa, and after 
Chairman Bogle had called Delegate Ryan 
a damnable liar, it was deemed advisable 
to adjourn until tomorrow to permit the 
delegates to cool down, 

The operators outgeneraled the miners 
in their efforts to get Iowa and West Vir- 
ginia admitted, and the miners have deter- 
mined not to give up the fight. It will, it 
is announced, be continued tomorrow morn- 


ing. 
Immediately on calling the session to or- 
der Chairman Bogle asked for the report 
ori the Committee on Credentials, and Chair- 
man Dileher reported it had been decided 
the States of Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
and Illinois were entitled to representation 
in the joint conference. When it came to 
considering the admission of Iowa there was 
a division, the members from the operators 
opposing and those from the miners favoring 
it. The roll-call was had and naturally re- 
sulted in a tie. 

The chairman then announced he had re- 
solved, from his reading and interpretation 
of the laws governing the session of the con- 
ference, he was entitled to cast the decid- 
ing vote, and voted “‘ No,” thus debarring 
the State. 

A number of the miners took umbrage at 
the ruling of the chair, and before the hour 
of adjournment had arrived half of them 
had taken t1 their departure.

_ ‘Phe opposition was led by Walter C. Hate- 
ly, who was chairman of the Policy-Hpld- 
ers’ committee last summer, and was 
backed strongly by General Charles Fitz-. 
Simons, Colonel C. R. E. Koch, Alexander 
H. Revell, and George W. Dexter. The dis-. 
cussion at times was heated, and vigorous 
language was used. The opposition brought 
out with much force the fact that Alex- 
ander H. Revell and Clarence I. Peck had 
resigned from the directory on Monday or 
Tuesday because matters connected with the 
were not in accord with their 

ews. 


Want Scrutiny of Proxies. 

At the opening of the meeting Mr. Hately 
attacked the plan’of aNowing the proxies to 
be. voted until after they had been scrutin- 
ized by -a committee of policyholders. The 
President stated that the Executive com- 
mittee had appointed. three shareholders, 
James: Emerson Morgan, Henry J. Buesing, 
and Frank L. Rexford, who were also em- 
ployés, to act as tellers during the election, 
and ruled a motion to name a committee out 
of order. An appeal from the chair was 
voted upon. and the tellers announced that 
the chair was supported. Mr. Hately and 
Colonel Koch protested the way the vot- 
ing was carried on and refused to vote, al- 
though the latter claimed to represent poli- 
cies of over $1,200,000. 

' Paul O. Stensland and Hempstead Wash- 
burne were nominated for directors to suc- 
ceed themselves, and elected amid protests. 
The other directors holding over are: J. V. 
Clarke, Gilbert B. Shaw, Birch F. and Thom- 
as Rhodus, and Frank 8. Peabody. 
' President Clarke was the target for a 
‘shower of questions regarding the affairs of 
the company, few of which were answered 
fully enough to suit the opposition. Charges 
were made by Mr. Hately, Colonel Koch, 
and several others that there was too mutch 
secrecy, and it was almost impossible for a 
shareholder to have confidence unless a dif- 
ferent method was used. 


Speakers Object to Secrecy. 


- At this juncture former Director Revell 


arose, 
.“ It is my desire to see this splendid piece 
of property saved for the policyholders.” 
‘said he. ‘‘ The present differences are not 
tending to that end. It is now a question 
. whether a few men are to run the company. 
T accuse no one of dishonesty, but in common 
justice any attempt to disfranchcise pol-

The Rev. Dr. J. M. Caldwell was bitter in 
his denunciation of methods in use. ; 
“JT have been in nine insurance compa- 
nies,’’ he said, ‘‘ and seven have died through 
dishonesty and incompetence of officials. I 
see that officials and employés are run- 
ning this meeting. which is a bad sign. I 
‘ have outlived the other companies. and am 
éonvinced In my own mind that I shall add 
this one, toe. to the list, unless a change for 
the better soon takes place.”’ 
Graham H. Harris took the part of the 
present management, and crossed swords 
_ with Colonel Koch. 
’ Director B. F. Rhodus made a statement 
that during 1899 death claims amounting to 
$46,550 were paid, and that the company 
had policies amounting to $7,500,000 in force. 


INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


Mercantile and manufacturing risks in all build- 
ings except of fireproof eonstruction were ad- 
vanced heavily on a graded scale yesterday after- 
noon at the adjourned annual meeting of the Chi- 
cago Underwriters’ association. An increase in 
rates has been under discussion for some time, but 
the conservative members have been against any 
change except where last year's record of heavy 
fire losses showed that class risks had suffered. 
The big Monroe street fire on the morning of 

- Dee. 20. 1809, was one of many examples of the 
increase in risk from floor to floor in an old style 
bullding, and helped to form 4 basis in determin- 
ing the new rates. The following new. schefule 
adopted is in addition to the regular tariff on 
stocks in buildings of fireproof construction:

The increase in the basement rate is on account 
of the exce<sive damages sustained by stock from 
water. Where stock is on more than one floor in 
a combustible building the floor rates are average. 
The new rate materially affects the old «tvle 
omnibus in a manufacturing building 
where there are a number of tenants. and the oc- 
cupanta of the upper stories will find their insur- 
ance premiums increased, except where there is a 
complete sprinkling equipment.

Commission Payments on Passenger 

‘Business Will Cease Feb. 1—Efforts 
to Settle Rate Troubles Fail: 
» 


Commission pa on passenger busi- 
ness are now sure to be abolished on ail 
Western roads on Feb. 1. Official notice 
“to all concerned” was issued yesterday 
by the chief ances officers of all the 
roads, except the nadfan Pacific, west 
of Chicago. St. Louis, New Orleans, and St. 
*Pau!, including sixty-four systems. The 
Great Northern and the Southern Pacific, 
the attitude of h had been in doubt, 
joined in the notice, which reads as follows: | 

“‘ Effective on Feb. 1, 1900, and thereafter, 
the railroad companies subscribing hereto 
will not under any ¢ireumstamces pay any 
sort of stipend or consideration of any char- 
acter to ticket agents, brokers, or others, for 
their influence or a$ a commission on the 
sale of passenger tickets over their respec- 
tive lines.”” . 

Over 13,000 of th circulars were mailed 
yesterday from the office of the Western 
Passenger association to ticket agents, gen- 
eral agents, traveli agents, and others 
engaged in solicit and procuring of pas- 
senger business. | 

Similar notice was issued yesterday by the 
General Passenger Agents of all the roads 
between Chicago and the Ohio River and all 
the Mnes south of the Ohio River from New 


Orleans to Washington. The notice issued 


by these roads says: 

undersigned companies hereby, in- 
dividually and collectively, respectfully give 
notice that. effective Feb. 1. 1900, they will 
discontinue all ticket commission payments, 
side cuts, and any and all other form or 
forms of gratuity of allowance in connection 
with the sale of a passage ticket or tickets 
for or via their respective lines.”’ 

The Eastern roads issued individual notices 
to the same effect several days ago. and all 
the roads in the country. with the single ex- 
ception of the Canadian Pacific and its Soo 
line. are included in the compact. The Grand 
Trunk excludes its Canadian territory only 
on account of the Canadian Pacific competi- 
tion. 

Before inaugurating the pronosed pas- 
senger pool of all the roads in the country 
this anti-commission agreement will be 
given a thorough trial. Reports as to its 
maintenance will be. submitted to the joint 
meeting of the ratiroad Presidents with the 


held in New York on March 7. If it is found 
that some of the weaker lines are losing 
business the formation of the pool will pro- 
ceed and each road will be allotted a regular 
percentage of the business. ~ 

The revenues of the railroads will be in- 
creased enormously by stopping commiseion. 
payments. but the ticket agents at large 
commercial centers will be severe sufferers. 
"The income of some of these men from com- 
missions amourted to more than the sal- 
aries paid to General Passenger Agents. 
_ Scalpers will find it hard work now to make a 
living.

CALL AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


National Board of Trade Members Visit 
President and Offer Congrat- 
ulations. 


Washington, D. C., Jan.:24.—The members 
of the National Board of Trade called at 
the White House this morning and paid their 
respects to the President. Governor Stan- 
nard, the chairman, speaking on behalf of 
the board, delivered an address to the Pres- 
ident, concluding with these words: 

“We congratulate you, Mr. President, 
upon the prosperity of the country and the 
success of your administration.” 

In replying the President said: 

‘*T cannot conceal the pleasure it gives me 
and the honor I feel in this call on the part 
of the National Board of Trade, represen® 
ing, as it doés, great and yaried and im- 
portant interests of our country. I rejoice 
with you all upon our universal prosperity, 
and I trust that that prosperity may. be long 
continued to the American people. Its con- 
tinuance will much depend upon the wis- 
dom and conservatism of the business-men 
of the United States. We shall rely upon 
them to help us to solve great and mo- 
mentous problems, in the hope that their 
settlement may not only be to the highest 
interest of the American people, but for the 
highest good of those who by the fortunes 
of war have come within our jurisdiction 
and care.”’ 

On reassembling, C. B. Murray of Cincin- 
nati made a report on the subject of crop 
report by the Agricultural department, in 
which it was suggested that the depart- 
ment should secure information by cable 
in regard to crops in Europe. Upon the re- 
port of Alden Smith the board, by a large 


‘majority, recommended to Congress the es- 


tablishment of another executive depart- 
ment, to be known as the Department of 
Commerce and Industry. 

Resolutions were adopted favoring the 
‘adoption of an American system of naval 
reserves and reiterating action on former 
occasions, urging upon Congress the impor- 
tance of enacting a national trade mark 
registration law. 

A strong resolution was adopted concern- 
ing the merchant marine. It sets forth the 
decline of the United States merchant ma- 
rine, due, it declares, to the free trade ba sis. 
It says the decline is due to lower wages 
paid abroad and to the subsidies paid by 
other nations. 

‘It declares the protection principle should 
be extended to our shipping in the foreign 
trade, and says the country needs a revival 
in the merchant marine, and petitions for 
early and favorable action on the Frye Sen- 
ate bill or the Payne House bill, either of 
which, the'resolutions state, will effect the 
needed relief. 

At the afternoon session of the board reso- 
lutions were adopted urging reforms in the 
consular service; declaring that the taxes 
on board of trade transactions are onerous 
and discriminating and asking Congress that 
they may be reduced to a reasonable amount 
and remitted entirely as soon as possible; 
favoring governmental aid to the proposed 
exhibitions to be held at St. Louis, Buffalo, 
and Toledo; and favoring the construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal by the government 
as proposed by the bills now in the House 
and Senate. 

A. K. Miller of New Orleans reported a 
resolution for the improvement of.the Ohio 
River, so as to provide cheap transportation 
to the middle West. Recommendation was 
made that it be amended to provide that 
the mouth of the Mississippi be made avail- 
able for the passage of large ships. 

Dr. Robinson of New York presented the 
report of the Committee on Public Health. 
It favored a national quarantine line, and on 
the subject of the bubonic plague urged the 
enactment of legislation to punish the im- 
portation of the disease. ;

NEW CHLOROFORM DEVICE 


INVENTION SAID TO ROB ANZ:STHE- 


Essential Point Is the Mixing of Air 
with the Inhaled Drug, Intended to 
Avoid Sense of Suffocation and Re- 
sultant Nausea, Which Retards Re- 
covery—Used with Success in a Re- 
cent Operation at the County Hos- 
pital—Description of Instrument. 

Chloroform as an anzesthetic may lose its 
terrors for patient and operator if the claims 
made for. a newly invented method of admin- 
istration are borne out by further experi- 
ment. Ordinarily chloroform is suffocating 
in the taking’ and prostrating, sometimes 
fatal, in-its effects. The new method, it is 
said, by’ means of a specially devised in- 
strument; secures unconsciousness without 

a struggle, with a minimum quantity of the 


At the Cook County Hospital last week 
the instrument, Which is the invention of 
Dr. William B. Hidden of Boston, was given 
its first test in Chicago. A broad area of 
skin was transplanted from a father’s body 
to the mangled limb of his Mttle boy. The 
father, a tall, strong young man, refused to 
take an aneesthetie and lay quietly on the 
operating table, never wincing, while the 
surgeons snipped piece after piece of his 
skin away. The boy, naturally delicate, and 
greatly debittated by his injuries, sank into 
unconsciousness as quietly and peacefully 
as if going to sleep, after a small quantity 
of chloroform had been administered by the 
new instrument, and lteter recovered with 
vigor. There was no nausea, and in. two 
hours the boy asked for food. The gurgéons’

Description of the Instrument. 

The instrument which accomplished this 
result consists in part of a glass bulb four 
inches in diameter. Glass tubes, open at 
both ends, are inserted at each end of the 
bulb. The open ends inside the latter do not 
quite meet and are bent in opposite direc- 
tions. An ordinary rubber surgical mask 
is fastened on one end of the bulb. In the 
top of it is fixed an internal valve with a 
mica shutter. 


Views of Physicians. 


“The effect of the warm breath on 
chloroform or ether,’’ said Dr. Hidden, “ is 
the pivotal and the danger element in cach 
anesthetic. The expansive force of chloro- 
form and ether in an ordinary temperature 
just equals the atmospheric pressure. But 
when chloroform is brought in contact with 
the warm breath its expansive power is 
more than doubled, and this forces away 


and excludes all air from the patient. Fresh 


air which the anzsthetic inhaler secures— 
and that is all there is to it—entirely alters 
the physical phenomena of chloroform as an 
anesthetic. Anzsthesia\by chloroform, 
mingled with a proper supply of fresh air, 
is closely allied to vinous intoxication, and 
no more dangerous.” | 

Dr. E. H. Pratt, who performed the oper- 
ation referred to at the County Hospital, 
said yesterday: “In the one operation 
where I used the anesthetic Inhaler the re- 
sults were most satisfactory. I prefer to 
make further use before committing myself 
to a full opthion, but I may sky now that 
the instrument certainly constitutes an ad- 
vance in the method of administering 
chloroform.”
